A. Candidates are required to make a study of two or three Nasturtium flowers with a few 
leaves and a bud or two. {If unavailable, another flower with similar characteristics can 
be given.)

B. Candidates should make a study of any variety of either a Palm or Philodendron growing 
in a pot. The pot must form a part of the composition. 
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
